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TYING UP A COOLIDGE RIVAL. 


Gifford Pinchot, governor of Pennsylva­ 
nia and all this while a receptive if not an 
active candidate for the republican presi­ 
dential nominaton, has agreed not to be a 
“formal” candidate 
in 
the Pennsylvania 
primary campaign and not to seek instruct­ 
ed delegates from Pennsylvania in the na­ 
tional convention. 
This is undoubtedly a 
heavy blow to Mr. Pinchot’s presidential as­ 
pirations, though he must have seen it com­ 
ing for a long while. 
Whether it finishes 
him up altogether as a presidential possibil­ 
ity is not so clear. National conventions are 
sometimes cut and 
dried 
affairs, but one 
can seldom be sure in advance that any par­ 
ticular convention is 
going 
to be of that 
character. 
The Mellon-Pepper-Reed-Vare combina­ 
tion in Pennsylvania has proved itself too 
strong for Pinchot. 
The national adminis­ 
tration and the Philadelphia political ring 
have joined hands to tie him up. They will 
let him be a delegate at large provided he 
remains “regular;” and it is said that the 
feeling in Pennsylvania now is that, out of 
deference to his associates in the Pennsyl­ 
vania delegation, Mr. Pinchot will have to 
“hop on the Coolidge 
wagon” 
and 
stay 
there. 
Also there is an end to the possibility of 
an alliance between 
Pinchot 
and Hiram 
Johnson in the 
Pennsylvania 
primaries. 
That is not much to be regretted. There is 
really little in common between the two 
men and regardless of the political exigen­ 
ces of the moment, it would have been a 
pity if Pinchot had tied himself up with the 
noisy and soon to be forgotten Hiram. 
So far as the Pennsylvania situation is 
concerned, the bosses seem to have Pinchot 
lassoed and tied to a post, and this may well 
be the finish of him as a rival to Mr. Cool­ 
idge. Yet it will hardly do to take this for 
granted. 
There are explosive possibilities 
in the 
republican 
presidential 
situation 
which may blow to pieces the 
best laid 
plans of the politicians and wreck the care­ 
fully adjusted 
machinery 
by which it is 
planned to put Mr. Coolidge over, the Tea­ 
pot Dome oil scandal is full of dynamite. 
Only by a startling and rather absurd elev­ 
enth-hour reversal has the administration 
avoided getting into a dangerous tangle in 
Mexico. 
The tax reform 
program, from 
which so much is hoped politically, faces 
difficulties. 
This is no time for Gifford 
Pinchot or for anyone else who has heard 
a bee buzzing in his bonnet to eliminate 
himself permanently if he 
can 
possibly 
avoid it. 
----------------- 


THE PRESIDENT ON TAXES. 
The president is most tremendously in 
earnest about the tax burden. 
In his talk 
to government officials he says: 
“As for me, I am for economy. There 
is scarcely an economic ill anywhere in 
our country that cannot be traced di­ 
rectly or indirectly to high taxes. 
To 
increase that burden is to disregard 
the general 
welfare. 
Through con­ 
structive economy to decrease taxes is 
to enlarge 
the 
reward of every one 
who toils.” 
So are we all for economy and for reduc­ 
tion of the 
tax 
burden. 
But it is going 
rather far to declare that “there is scarcely 
an economic iii anywhere in our country 
that cannot be traced directly or indirectly 
to high taxes.” When Mr. Coolidge reveals 
his mind in words as sweeping as these, it 
will occur to some that this is just the con­ 
ception and the point of view of the great 
corporations and 
interests 
who are the 
chief complainants against the tax situa­ 
tion as it now is. 
Like these interests Mr. 
Coolidge seems to feel that there is nothing 
wrong now except taxes, that if only the 
tax situation can be fixed everything will 
oe perfect, 
It won’t be. 
There are plenty of men 
arid women in his own 
party, 
especially 
among the farmers of the middle west and 
northwest, who are beginning to see that 
I 


there are great economic tils in this country 
which spring not from taxes, but from a 
one-sided and unscientific and unjust tariff 
law. 
Possibly there is no practical gain in 
even mentioning the tariff now, since tariff 
revision seems to be out 
of the 
question 
whereas tax reducton is feasible and should 
be striven for by all. 
But when Mr. Cool­ 
idge says that all 
our 
economic ills are 
traceable to high taxes, he is guilty of a 
wholly inaccurate and exaggerated state­ 
ment and plays into the hands of those who 
argue that the Mellon program represents 
primarily the point of view of the “big in­ 
terests.” 
Mr. Coolidge, it may be, wants to help 
the average man; but his talk is the talk of 
the millionaire.

WHISKERS ONCE MOR£. 


From the Indianapolis Star. 


“Whiskers are threatening to return,” is 
the announcement in conspicuous headlines 
in a New lo rk paper. It is an alarming or 
a pleasing assertion, according to the point 
of view. 
It appears that in England there 
is a renaissance, so to speak, of whiskers. 
As in this country, that form of masculine 
decoration has been out of fashion many 
years, but there, as here, 
probably some 
have always yearned for it .and now, at last 
it is coming in again. 
It is not, 
however, 
the 
old-time 
full 
beard, covering both the chin and the sides 
of the fact and commonly known in United 
States vernacular as whiskers, that Lon­ 
doners are adopting. Over there they seem 
to confine the term “whiskers” to that form 
of beard familiarly known here as “burn­ 
sides,” or “side whiskers,” and to describe 
them as ‘ Dundrearys” or Piccadilly weep­ 
ers” or “floaters,” 
according 
to 
their 
length. 
DuMaurier liked to depict these 
long flowing side growths in Punch, and 
Taffy wore them in “Trilby.” It is this va­ 
riety of hirsute ornament that is said to be 
having a revival. The closely trimmed side 
whiskers 
known 
in 
London as mutton 
chops, and never entirely given up by bank­ 
ers and bishops, lawyers and other men of 
substance, are also seen more often than 
they were since Victorian days. 
Nothing is said 
about 
the 
mustache, 
which was the ornament given up last and 
most reluctantly in the United States when 
clean shaving came into fashion. 
Whether 
or not it will again be adopted in England 
remains to be seen, but over here it will 
need but slight encouragement to cause it 
to be universal again. 
It has its merits, no 
doubt. 
It sometimes adds greatly to mas­ 
culine pulchritude by covering up an un­ 
beautiful mouth. 
There is no feature that 
so clearly 
betrays 
the 
character as the 
mouth, whether in repose or in the act of 
speaking, and when the unwritten law that 
the mustache must “go” came into effect 
many were the sad revelations in the way 
of weak or cruel or sensual mouths, of long 
upper lips or defective teeth. On the other 
hand, bared lips showing pleasant smiles 
often made otherwise plain faces attrac­ 
tive. 
Certain forms of beard were cultivated 
for special purposes. 
The combination of 
a heavy 
mustache 
with 
luxuriant side 
whiskers gave a look of sternness, not to 
say ferocity, desired by certain men in au­ 
thority. 
The Vandyke 
or 
pointed chin 
whiskers combed with a mustache has been 
the transformation of many a weak face 
into a strong and handsome one, often ap­ 
parently extending the change to the char­ 
acter, perhaps by giving 
the owner self­ 
confidence. 
The return of whiskers in general is not, 
however, to be 
looked 
forward to with 
satisfaction. If the mustache or the mutton 
chop is adopted, the man who wants to be 
rid of the drudgery of shaving will make 
haste to adopt the full beard and the aver­ 
age full beard 
does 
not 
suggest 
daily 
grooming, but as it waves in the breeze ap­ 
pears rather as a harbor for germs, to say 
nothing of fragments of food, and is not a 
pleasing object. 
Americans are accustom­ 
ed to clean faces now and it may be hoped 
that they will continue of that mind and not 
concern themselves with London fancies.

Snowfall of Today as Heavy as

Official records, according to the 
weather bureau, will not support the 
assertions that ‘‘we don’t have such 
heavy snowfalls now as we did when 
I was a child.” According to the fig­ 
ures, the winters now are just as severe 
as they were in the day's of our grand­ 
parents. It is a fact, say the experts, 
that the deep snow remembered by 
the man who was a boy in the 70 s or 
’80s, which reached his shoulders, 
would be less than knee deep com­ 
pared with his present stature. For 
example, the statistics show that in 
New York City and Albany, N. 
the heaviest snowfalls occurred more 
than 30 years ago, but there have 
been few winters with more snow than 
fell at those places in the season of 
1915-16.

Draft Shield for Carburetor 


On many automobiles the carbu­ 
retor is situated rather low on the side 
of the motor, right in the path of the 
air draft, which, during cold weather, 
cools the carburetor and prevents it 
from working properly. This trouble 
can be eliminated by providing a 
sheet-metal shield, large enough to 
close the space between the engine 
and the hood, and extending at least 
to the top of the motor.

tened under a manifold clamp, and its 
edges are rolled or bent over to pre­ 
vent cutting the bands.

Fig Salad.—Take two cupfuls of 
dried hgs, four cupfuls of boiling 
water, one-fourth cupful of sugar, 
two and one-half tablespoonfuls of 
gelatin and one-half cupful of pi- 
nientoes. 
Cut the dried figs int * 
halves, add the boiling w ater 
soak at least three hours.

the same liquid until tender, add 
the sugar a few m inutes before re­ 
moving from the heat.

one-quarter cupfuls of liquid.

The Farmer and the Railroads 
% 
T 


HIS is the third of a series of articles about the railway transportation situation 
and its relation to Agriculture. 
This article, which deals with production 
costs, shows the parallel positions in which the railroads and the farmers find 
themselves. 


Railroads have only on£thing to sell—and that is SERVICE: 


The production of that service has grown to be the second largest industry in 
America—second only in importance to Agriculture. 
The production of transporta­ 
tion service involves the labor of 2,000,000 men, 400,000 miles of railroad tracks, 
68,718 locomotives, 56,900 passenger train cars, not to mention terminals, stations, 
freight houses, round houses, shops and other vast properties required. 


Taxes, fuel, wages, material and supplies are the principal items entering into 
the cost of producing transportation. 
In 1922 taxes (Local, State and Federal) 
increased Q1 Million over 1917; fuel increased 170 Million; pay rolls increased 942 
Million; and material and supplies increased 500 Million Dollars. 


To meet an ever-increasing demand for more and better service to care for a 
traffic which is doubling every ten years, funds for a higher standard of railroad 
maintenance and operation, and for improvements, additions and betterments to 
the railroad plant of a Billion Dollars each year must be forthcoming. 


The railroads do not fix the rates charged for the service they are called upon to 
render. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission and various State commissions 
fix those. 
One result is th at railroads paid in 1922 m ore in taxes than in 
dividends! 


The p oint is th a t th e railroads find them selves in exactly th e sam e 
position as th e Farm er. 
The Farm ers m iit buy in a m arket where the 
price is “fixed by the other feUow" and they/are forced to sell their products 
on m arkets where again, th ep rice is “ fixed by the other fellow .” 
The only 
difference is th a t th e law o f supply and dem and largely determ ines th e 
prices of both w hat th e Farm er buys and sells w hile th at law works only 
one way for th e railroads. 
On the selling end, it is th e governm ent agencies 
th at say w hat th e railroads shall receive for their service. 


That the railroads have managed to make headway, especially in the last year, 
is a tribute to the efficiency of railway managements. 
That Agriculture has en­ 
countered difficulties certainly is not the fault of the railroads. 


AND REDUCING FREIGHT RATES WILL NOT HELP THE GENERAL 
SITUATION ANY MORE THAN FURTHER REDUCTIONS IN THE PRICES 
OF FARM PRODUCTS WILL HELP. 


Another factor that must be considered is that more than a million men are 
employed in steel mills, coal mines, lumber mills, and other allied industries almost 
wholly dependent upon the railroads for their livelihood. 
Taking away the income 
of the railroads and forcing a curtailment in their expenditures for labor and material 
w ould destroy the purchasing pow er of this vast army of consumers of farm products. 


The cost of producing railroad transportation will depend always, to an immeas­ 
urable extent, upon the character of service demanded of the railways. 
The rail­ 
roads are today giving to America the best and cheapest transportation service in 
the world. 
I do not believe that America will ever be satisfied w ith less.

in September for Herschei, bearing 
the death warrants. 
His 2,000 mile 
trip necessitated use of everything 
from steamboats to dog sled and 
canoe.

I ranlsated 
Into Everyday American 
By PROF. EDGAR J. GOODSPEED, of 
The University of Chicago 


It is just like the way in which 
through one man sin came into the 
world, and death followed sin, and 
so death spread to all men, because 
all men sinned. 
It is true sin was 
in the world before the Law was giv­ 
en, and men are not charged with sin 
where there is no law. 
Still death 
reigned from Adam to Moses, even 
over those who had not sinned 
as 
Adam had, in the face of au express 
command. So Adam foreshadowed 
the one who was to come. But there 
is no comparison between God’s gift 
and that offense. 
For if one man’s 
offense made the mass of mankind 
die, God’s mercy and his gift given 
through the favor of the one man 
Jesus Christ have far more powerful­ 
ly affected mankind. 
Nor Is there 
any comparison between the gift and 
the effects of that one man’s sin. 
That sentence arose from the act of 
one man, and was for condemnation; 
but God’s gift arose out of many of­ 
fenses and results in acquittal. 
For 
if that one man’s offense made death 
reign through that one man, all the 
more will those who receive God’s 
overflowing mercy and his gift of up­ 
rightness live and reign through the 
one Individual Jesus Christ. 
So as offense meant condemnation 
for all men, just so one righteous act 
means acquittal and life for all men. 
P’or just as that one man’s disobed­ 
ience made the mass of mankind sin­ 
ners, so this 
one’s 
obdience 
will 
make the mass of them upright. Then 
law slipped in, and multiplied the 
offense. 
But greatly as sin multip­ 
lied, God’s mercy has far surpassed 
it, so that just as sin reigned through 
death, mercy might reign through up­ 
rightness and 
bring 
eternal 
life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Then what shall we conclude? Are 
we to continue to sin to increase the 
spread of mercy? 
Certainly 
not! 
When we have died to sin, how can 
we live In it any longer? Do you not 
know” that all of us have been baptiz­ 
ed into union with Jesus Christ have 
been 
baptized 
into 
his 
death? 
Through baptism we have been bur­ 
ied with him in death, so that just 
as he was raised 
from 
the 
dead 
through the Father's glory, we too 
may live a new life. For if we have 
grown into union with bim by under- 
going a death like this, of course we 
shall do so by being raised to life 
like him, for we know that our old 
self was crucified with him, to do 
away with our sinful body, so that 
we might not be enslaved to sin any 
longer; for when a man is dead he 
is free from the claims of sin. If we 
have died with Christ, we believe 
that we shall also live with him, for 
w”e know that Christ, once raised 
from the dead, will never die again, 
death has no more hold on him. For 
when he died, he became once for ail 
dead to sin- the life he now lives is 
a life in relation to God. So you also 
must think of yourselves as dead to 
sin but alive to God, through union 
with Christ Jesus. 
So sin must not reign over your 
mortal bodies, and make you obey 
their cravings, and you must not of­ 
fer the parts of your bodies to sin 
as the instruments of wrong, but of­ 
fer yourselves to God as men brought 
back from death to life, and offer 
the parts of your bodies to him as 


instruments ot uprightness. 
For sin 
must no longer control you, for you 
live not under law but under mercy. 
What follows, then? Are we to sin 
because we live'not under law but 
under mercy? Certainly not? Do you 
not know that when you submit to 
being someone’s slaves, and obeying 
him, you are the slaves of the one 
whom you obey, whether your slavery 
is to sin, and leads to death, or is 
to obedience, and leads to upright­ 
ness? 
But, thank God! though you 
were onoe slaves of sin, you have 
become obedient from your hearts 
to the standard of teaching that you 
received, and so you have been freed 
from sin, and made slaves of upright­ 
ness. 
I use these familiar human 
terms because of the limitations of 
your nature. For just as you before 
gave up the parts of your bodies in 
slavery to vice and greater and great­ 
er licenses, you must now give them 
up in slavery to uprightness, which 
leads to consecration. For when you 
were slaves of sin, you were free as 
far as uprightness 
was 
concerned. 
What good did you get from doing 
the things you are now ashamed of? 
Why, they result in death! 
But now 
you have been freed from sin and 
have become slaves of God, the ben­ 
efit you get is consecration, and the 
final result is eternal life. 
For the 
w’ages sin pays is death, but the 
gift God gives is eternal life through 
union with Christ Jesus our Lord. 
Do you not know, brothers—for I 
am speaking to men who know what 
law Is—that law governs a man only 
as long as he lives? For a married 
woman is bound by law to her hus­ 
band while he lives, but if he dies, 
the marriage law no longer applies 
to hor. 
So if she marries another 
man while her husband is alive, she 
is called an adultress, but if her hus­ 
band dies, she is free from that law, 
and can marry someone else without 
being an adultress. 
So you, in turn, 
my brothers, in the body of Christ 
have become dead as far as the Law 
Is concerned, so that you may be­ 
long to another husband , who was 
raised from the dead In order that 
we might bear fruit for God. 
For 
when we were living mere physical 
Ives the sinful passion, awakened by 
the 
Law, 
operated 
through 
the 
organs of our bodies to make us 
bear fruit for death. 
But now the 
Law no longer applies to us; we have 
died to what once controlled us, so 
that we can now serve in the new 
Spirit, not under the old letter. 
Then what 
shall 
we 
conclude? 
That the Law is sin? Certainly not! 
Yet, if it had not been for the Law, 
I should never have learned what sin 
was; I should not have known what 
it was to covet if the U w had not 
said, “You must not covet.” 
That 
command gave sin an opening, and it 
led me to all sorts of covetous ways, 
for sin is lifeless without law. I was 
once alive 
and 
without 
law, 
but 
when the command came, sin awoke 
and then I died; and the command 
that should have meant life In my 
case proved to mean death. 
The 
command gave sin an opening and 
sin deceived me and killed me with 
i t 
So the Law itself Is holy, and 
each command is 
holy, 
just, and 
good.
